To form à general Idea of this Diftemper, we 
It may be deſcribed thus; begins with the com- 
mon Symptoms of a Fever, but more par ticular- 
ly is attended with Pain in the Head, Back and 
Lnins, and about the Region of the Stomach, weep 
ing Eyes, Sore Throat. Vonmt ings, Doſedneſs, Startings, 
and in Children ſometimes Convulſions The End of 
the za, or Beginning of the 4th Day, the Small Pox 
Puſtules begin to appear diftintt ;, 5th they grow round 
and enlarge their Baſes of a lively red, 6th Day they 
come to a Point, th the Points er Apices turn 
white, 8th they turn yellow, th they are full of law: 
2 | dabli 
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lable digeſted Pus, 1loth they begin to cruſt or ſcab, 
12th they are dry Scabs, and Appetite returned. _ 
We may comprehend all the Farieties of Small 
Pox under theſe. 1. A diſtinct dry Sort, being the 
moſt ſavourable of all; yet ſometimes with conſi - 
derable Apparatus Symptoms; they are few, not 
large, Baſes ſcarce inflamed, ſmall Digeſtion, being 
hard with a little white Point; 5th or 6th Day 
from Eruption they begin to dry away, and gra- 
dually vaniſh, leaving only a Freckle behind them, 
Fut no Redneſs; I have ſeen Indians with this 
Kind. 2. A diſtinct plump Kind, already deſcribed 
as the Standard. 3. The Coberent, or ſmall fre- 
quent Sort; they are not exactly round, pointed 
and vivid ; but ſeſſile and depreſſed, the Symptoms 
do not intirely ceaſe upon Eruption, but after 
ſome Time they intermit until the Stadium. of 
Maturation, then ariſes a Fever, Ce. 4. The Con- 
fluent, they appear ſooner than the 4th Day, or 
ire retarded by ſome violentSymptom later; their 
firſt Appearance is frequently Eriſypilas like, and 
and at laſt appear of on Aſh- coloured Cruſt or 
white Skin, &c.
